2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The newly 
cited reference to Johnson (USPN 5,477,321) teaches a dual beam tunable 
spectrophotometer that uses an acousto-optic tunable filter to generate a positive- and a 
negative-order beam, measures the intensity of the negative-order beam as a reference 
value, and measures a sample with the positive-order beam. The measured intensity of 
the positive-order beam is compared with the reference value to determine analyte 
concentration. However, neither Johnson, nor any of the other cited references, teach 
or suggest a method or apparatus for measuring a concentration of a component that 
includes setting an intensity relationship by measuring a positive-order beam and a 
negative-order beam and calculating an intensity of a positive-order beam by applying 
an intensity of a negative-order beam to the intensity relationship, in combination with 
the other claimed steps or elements.
